1. SLWARY: THE CLOSING PLENARY OF THE NINTH SESSION Of 
THE JCCT ENDED POSITIVELY VITH SECRETARY BROW AMI 
CHINESE MINISTER W PRAISING THE 3PMIT Of COOPERATION 
DEMCWSTRATEO BY BOTH 5IDE5. MINISTER WU CLAWED THAT THE 
HIGH LEVEL RECEPTION GIVES TO SECRETARY 3ROWN DURING HIS 
VISn TO BEIJING IS IHOICATIVE OF THE CHINESE 
GOVERNMENTS DESIST TO IMPROVE RELATIONS KITH THE UNITED 
STATES. END SUMMARY. 

2. CHINKS MINISTER OF FOREIGN TRADE A1I0 EC08CMIC 
COOPERATION VU YI BEGAN THE CLOSING PLENARY SESSION BY 
STATING THAT SIGNIFICANT PROGRESS HAP BEEN ACHIEVE BY 
THE JCCT TO EXPAND U.3.-CHIM CCCPERATICR AND 
UNOEHSTANOING. SHE COWKTED THAT SHE APPRECIATED THE 
CONSTRUCTIVE PROPOSALS PUT FORWARD BY THE U.S. SIDE. AND 
FOUND THE EXCHANGE Of VIEW DURING JCCT HETIMGS TO BE 
USEFUL TO THE FUHTHER PROWTICft Cf BILATERAL TRADE. SHE 
INSTRUCTED WRUNG GROUP REPRESENTATIVES TO SUMMARIZE THE 
OUTCOMES OF TKEIR GROUPS' DISCUSSIONS. 

3. CHINESE CO-CHAIR OF THE WORKING GROUP OB TRADE AND

SIDE VAS INVrTtD TO VISIT CHINA LATER- IN TrfE YEAR TO 
DISCUSS AIR TRAFf IC CONTROL- SELATED TRADE AND INVESTMENT 
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ISSUES. PROJECT FINANCING IN CHINA VAS ALSO DISCUSSED, 
AND IT MAS AGREED THAT THE U.S. EX1NBANX WOULD DEVELOP 
AND PROMOTE PROJECTS INVOLVING POWER STATIONS, MEDICAL 
SUPPLIES, AND AIRPORT EQUIPMENT. U.S.-CHINA DITOEKES 
OK TRADE STATISTICS MS ACKNOWLEDGED. IN EARLY I9W A 
MEETING BETWEEN THE UNITED STATES AJD CHINA WILL BE HELD 
TO OISCUSS TRADE STATISTICS TO WHICH EXPERTS ON RULES Of 
ORIGIN WILL BE INVITED. A NUMBER OF BUSINESS MANAGEMENT 
TRAINING SEMINARS WILL ALSO TAKE PLACE. 

4. U.S. DEPARTMENT OF CWERCE GENERAL COUUSEL GIUGER 
LEV SUMMARIZED BILATERAL DISCUSSIONS OH CCK4ERCIAL LAM. 
m ANNOUNCED THAT A CttWERCIAL LEGAL SEMINAR WILL BE 
HELD IN THE UNITED STATES DURING THE MEEK OF DECEMBER. 
ISSUES TO BE COVERED INCLUDE: COUNTERVAILING DUTY, 
EXPORT CONTROL, ANTI -DUMPING. INSURANCE. AND INVESTMENT 
REGULATIONS. LEW INDICATED THAT SURIN3 WOMIifi GROUP 
CONSULTATIONS THE U.S. SIDE HAD DISCUSSED NEW PATENT AND 
TRADEMARK GUIDELINES ON COMPUTER SOFTWARE AND 
BIO-TECHNOLOGIES. THE MARKET ACCESS CONCERNS OF U.S. 
PRIVATE LAW FIRMS IN CHINA ¥AS ALSO RAISED. IT WAS
